THE MONROE DOCTRINE 


Discussed By President Roosevelt At 


Chicago Yesterday

CHICAGO, 
April 
2. — President 


Roosevelt addressed an audience of 
6000 people in the Auditorium tonight. 
He spoke mainly of the Monroe doc- 
trine. 
In speaking of the traditional 


American attitude, he said "This pol- 
icy not only forbids us to acquiesce in 
such territorial acquisition, but also 
causes us to object to acquirement of~~ 
a control which would in its effect be 
equal to territorial aggrandisement." 


These are the first snapshots published by f.rty newspaper showing the effects of the mighty floods which have worked such fearful havoc in 


the Mississippi valley. The whole territory from Missouri's southern boundary to the Gulf of Mexico has been threatened by the rising waters, which 


arc the highest on record.

Towns of Virginia and'Arbor Day Proclamation 


Gold Hili Are Facing 


Bankruptcy. 


A bill was passed through the ses 


sions of 
the legislature that deals 


Virginia and Gold Hill a solar plexus 
blow and rmy drive the county <l\<is 
to the insane asjlum. 
The fiist sec- 


tion of the law—for law it is, h i \ m g 
been signed by the goveinor —le lus as 
follows 


"In all towns and < ities the t»K i ite 


for the year 1903 shall not exceed $1 
on the $100 of assessed \aluation, and 
theieafter such tax rate shall be dim- 
inished annually at the rate of not 
less than five cents per annum on the 
$100 
of assessed \aluntion until it 


reaches fifty cents on the $100 ^ilu- 
ation, and thereafter the permanent 
limitation of the tax rate for such city 
or town purposes 
* * 
* shall 
be 


fifty cents on the $100 of assessed 
valuation." 


The tax rate for Virginia and 
Gold 


Hill Is $4.75 on the $100 of assessed' 
valuation, and at that figure Virginia 
about held Its own and was able to 
meet expenses; but last year Gold Hill 
went $60 behind. Under the new Ian 
75 cents will be knocked off the city 
rate this year, and means a loss 
of 


$6000 in tax receipts In Virginia and 
Gold Hill will be $1700 to the bail, 
figuring on last year's tax roll, but 
the loss will likely be more than indi- 
cated by the above figures, as consid- 
erable taxable property has been moved 
away since the levy of last year. Gold 
Hill will suffer more In the loss of 
taxable property than Virginia. 


For months the board of 
county 


commissioners have been figuring how 
to keep the city out of debt with the 
r-ate »t $1.75, but now that It has been 
cut dowi) to $1 they are at their wits 
end. 
To meet the requirements of 


the law they must effect a saving of 
$500 per month in Virginia and about 
$140 in Gold Hill, and where the cut- 
ting down will begin Is the question. 


Next year conditions will be still 


worse, as it will be noticed that the' 
law provides that the city or town tax 
rate shall be reduced five cents per an- 
num until It reaches fifty cents on the 
$100 
of valuation. 


By the laws passed at the last ses- 


sion of the legislature the tax rate 
will be cut down five cents per annum 
for the next ten years for staie.county, 
city and town purposes.

A SHORT CUT ALTERNATIVE 


r 


HE constitution of the United States provides that a 


constitutional amendment shall be submitted to the 


se\tral States for ratification, whenever two-thirds of both 
houses shall deem it necessary. The same article provides 
that congress shall call a convention for proposing amend- 
ments, "01 the application ef the legislatures of two-thirds 
•of the several States" This short cut Is perhaps not gen- 
erally known and in fact The Journal scribe confesses his 
Ignorance of it until his attention was directed to It by the 
passage of a resolution to that effect lately -passed by the 
Maine leKislature 


The people having been trying for years to reform the 


•method of electing United States senators 
A resolution 


proposing the necessary amendment to the constitution has 
passed the house four ttfnes, and as proof, that the senti- 
ment Is not confined to one party, it may be added that this 
resolution passed two Democratic houses and two Repub- 
lican houses 
The last Democratic national platform con- 


tained a plank demanding the election of senators by di- 
rect \ot<> of the people, and similar action has been taken 
In many of the States 
In Illinois last November the ques- 


tion was voted upen and although the State went Republi- 
can 1>J about 90 000 there was a larger majority in favor 
of electing senators by direct vote of the people 


Having waited a reasonable, or perhaps rather an un- 


reasonable time for the senate to acquiesce in this public 
•demand it is now time for the people to refom the senate 
wheth< r it w ishes to be reformed or not, and this power 
Is in then h mds 
If the legislatures of two-thirds of the 


Ctatt s will ulopt resolutions asking congress to call a 
convention for the purpose of submitting this amendment, 
It then btcomos an imperative duty which even the senate 
cannot refuse to perform 


Of course it is much more cumbersome to call a conven- 


tion for this purpose Mian tb secure in amendment through 
a resolution passed toy congress hut when the senate re- 
fuses to act this alternative is necessary 
It is probable, 


however th it if two-thirds of the States make applica- 
tion for a convention the senate will act upon the resolu- 
tion now before it 
ind thus mike a convention unneces- 


sary
